the licensing of Stage Coaches and other Car- Preamble, 
riages plying for hire in Ireland, and the number of Pas- 
sengers and the quantity of Luggage to be conveyed thereby, have 
been heretofore regulated and limited by various Acts passed in the 
5 Parliament of Ireland : And whereas an Act was passed in the 
fiftieth year of the reign of his late Majesty King George the 
Third, intituled, “An Act to repeal certain Parts"of several Acts of 
Parliament in Ireland, so far as relates to the limiting of the Number 
of Persons to be carried by Stage Coaches and other Carriages ; for 
10 enacting other Limitations in lieu thereof, and for other purposes 
relating thereto, for their further Regulation in these and other parti- 
culars:” And whereas the provisions of the aforesaid Acts have been 
found inoperative and inapplicable to the regulation of some descrip- 
tions of Stage Carriages, now generally plying for hire throughout 
15 that part of the United Kingdom, and it is- expedient that the Laws 
relating thereto should be amended ; %£(B ft tfjttffore <£nacte&, by The 
QUEEN’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, , 

2o THAT from and after the First day of July One thousand eight so Geo. 3, 
hundred and Forty, the aforesaid Act of the fiftieth year of the reign rcpcale,i ‘ 
of his late Majesty King George the Third, shall cease, determine 
and be repealed, except in so far as the same repeals certain parts of 
the aforesaid Acts of the Parliament of Ireland.

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And be it Enacted, That every Carriage, Post Chaise or Car used 
or employed for the purpose of conveying Passengers for hire to or 
from any place in Ireland, shall, without regard to the name, form or 
construction thereof, be deemed and taken to be a “ Stave Carriage ” 
within the meaning of this Act, provided the Passenger!, or any „„ e 
or more of them, thereby conveyed, shall be charged or shall pay S 
separate and distinct fares, or separate and distinct fare, or shall be 
charged and pay at the rate of separate and distinct fares for their 
respective places or seats, or his place or seat, therein, or conveyance 
thereby; and in all proceedings at law or otherwise, and upon all 
occasions whatsoever, it shall be sufficient to describe any Post Chaise 
Carnage or Car used or employed as aforesaid by the term “ Stag! 
Carnage,” without further or otherwise describing the same • Pro- 
vided always, That the said term “ Stage Carriage” shall not be deemed 
o extend to or include any Carriage used or employed as aforesaid .. 
wholly upon any Hallway, nor to any Carriage drawn or impelled by 5 
the power of Steam, or otherwise than by animal power. 

And be it Enacted, That from and after the said First day of July 
it shall not be lawful for any person to keep, use or employ for hire 
a^y Smge Carnage in Ireland, unless such person shall have a 20 
License in force so to do, granted to him under the authority of this 
Act, as hereinafter directed, nor unless the several particulars by this 
Act directed to be painted on every such Carriage shall be painted 
thereon and that ,n any action, information or other proceeding 
un er this Act m respect of or with relation to any Stage Carriage* « 
if evidence shall be given that the Carriage in respect of which or in’ 
any manner relating to which any such action, information or proceed 
mg shall be commenced or prosecuted, was seen travelling or going 
upon any street, highway or other road, conveying or carrying or 
seeking to convey or carry, any Passengers thereupon, having parted 3 o 
upon such Carriage any of the particulars required by this Ac, to be 
painted upon Stage Carnages, or any thing resembling, or intended to 
resembie, such particulars, such Carriage shall be detned aid taken 

be a Stage Carnage, and such evidence as aforesaid shall be 
received as sufficient proof that such Carriage was kept, used and 35 
employed for the purpose of conveying Passengers for hire as a Stage 
amage, within the meaning of this Act, unless the contrary be 
proved ; and that in all such actions, informations and proceedings as 
a oresaid, the person or persons named or described in the License 
granted to the proprietors of such Carriages, whether such License 4 ° 
shai be m force or not, or the person whose name (if any) shall be 
pamtedon any such Carriage, shall, for the purposes of this Art 
(unless the contrary be proved), be deemed to be the person to whin 
such Carnage doth belong.

And be it Enacted, That the Commissioners of Stamp Duties for 
Ireland, or any person duly authorized by them, shall grant a License, 
under their hand or hands, a record of which, duly numbered, shall 
be kept by said Commissioners, or by the person or persons autho- 
5 rized by them to grant such Licenses, to any and every person of the 
age of Twenty-one Years or upwards who shall apply for such 
License in the manner hereinafter mentioned, to keep, use or employ 
any Stage Carriage in any part of Ireland, drawn by Two or more 
horses, and carrying the number of passengers and the weight of 
10 luggage hereinafter permitted and directed to such Carriages respec- 
tively : Provided always, That no person shall be entitled to the grant 
or renewal of any such License who at the time of applying for such 
grant or renewal shall not have paid or satisfied any penalty in which 
he shall have been convicted, or for which judgment shall have been 
15 obtained against him, in any action, information or, proceeding under 
this Act ; and it shall be lawful for the said Magistrates to refuse to 
grant or to renew any such License to any such person until such 
penalty or mitigated penalty shall have been fully paid and satisfied ; 
any thing in this Act to the contrary notwithstanding. 

20 And be it Enacted, That the Magistrates of each county at Quar- 
ter Sessions assembled shall grant, a License, signed by their Chair- 
man, and a record of which, regularly numbered, shall be kept by 
the Clerk of the Peace of the several counties, to any and every 
person of the age of Twenty-one Years or upwards who shall apply 
25 for such License in the manner hereinafter mentioned, to keep, use 
and employ any Stage Carriage in any part of Ireland, drawn by 
One horse, and carrying the number of passengers and the weight of 
luggage hereinafter directed : Provided always, That no person shall 
be entitled to the grant or renewal of any such License who at the 
30 time of applying for such grant or renewal shall not have paid or 
satisfied any penalty in which he shall have been convicted, or for 
which judgment shall have been obtained against him, in any action, 
information or proceeding under this Act ; and it shall be lawful for 
the said Magistrates to refuse to grant or to renew any such License 
35 to any such person until such penalty or mitigated penalty shall 
have been fully paid and satisfied ; any thing herein contained to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

And be it Enacted, That before any License shall be granted or 
renewed under the provisions of this Act for or in respect of any 
40 Stage Carriage, a requisition for such License, in such form as the 
Commissioners of Stamp Duties and the Magistrates at Quarter 
Sessions shall from time to time provide for that purpose, shall be 
made and signed by the proprietor, or one of the proprietors, of such 
Stage Carriages in respect of which such License shall be applied

And be it Enacted, That every License granted under this Act 
10 shall be dated on the day on which it was so granted, and shall have 
effect and continue in force from the day of the date thereof, unless 
sooner discontinued or cancelled pursuant to this Act, in the space 
of Twelve calendar Months, and no longer; and every such License 
shall be renewed from year to year, subject nevertheless to the pro- 
15 visions of this Act, by the grant of a new License, applied for by 
requisition, as hereinbefore directed. 

And be it Enacted, That no Stage Carriage shall be used or em- Particulars to 
ployed in Ireland, unless or until there shall be truly painted in words 
at length, and in legible and conspicuous letters, One Inch at the least riage8- 
20 In height, and of a proper and proportionable breadth, and in a 
colour different from and strongly contrasted with the colour of the 
ground on which such letters shall be painted, so as to be at all times 
plainly and distinctly visible and legible, the number of the Carriage 
as stated in the License, together with the Christian name and sur- 
25 name of the proprietor, or of one of the proprietors, of such Carriage ; 
and upon covered and close carriages with four wheels such names 
and number shall be painted upon some conspicuous part of each 
side of such Carriage, and clear of the wheel or wheels thereof; and 
there shall also be painted, in manner aforesaid, upon some conspi- 
30 cuous place on the back of such close Carriages, so that the same 
shall be at all times plainly and distinctly visible and legible, the 
greatest number of passengers allowed to be carried in or by such ' 

Carriage ; and also when such Carriage shall be licensed to carry 
both inside and outside passengers, the greatest number of passengers 
35 allowed to be taken in the inside and on the outside thereof respec- 
tively and upon Stage Carriages or Cars drawn by One horse, the 
number of the Carriage as stated in the License, together with the 
Christian name and surname of the proprietor, or one of the proprietors, 
of such Carriage, and also the greatest number of passengers allowed 
40 to be carried by such Carriage, shall be painted in like manner as 
hereinbefore directed, and in letters of like dimensions, upon a panel 
at the back thereof.

And be it Enacted, That if any person shall keep, use or employ, 
or shall be concerned as proprietor or part proprietor in keeping’ 
using or employing, or shall ply for passengers to be conveyed ,, 
thereby, any Stage Carriage without having a License in force so to ° 
do, granted under this Act, or shall keep, use or employ for hire any 
Stage Carnage, such Carriage not having painted thereupon the 
names and particulars severally herein required by this Act, or 
whereon the same shall be in any manner so defaced or obliterated ,0 
inverted or reversed, or placed so as to be out of sight or illegible, or 
so that the same cannot be distinctly visible, the driver or person 
having the care thereof, or plying for passengers to be Conveyed 
thereby, such driver or person, not being the owner of such Carriage 
s lull forfeit Ten Pounds for such offence ; or being convicted at the m 
suit or prosecution of any plaintiff of so offending in any of the 
several eases aforesaid, if he be the owner of such Carriage, lie 
shall forfeit Twenty Pounds for such offence, on being convicted 
thereof: and in all actions, informations or other proceedings against 
such person for the recovery of such penalty in any of the' cases 40 
aforesaid, it shall be sufficient to charge or allege that such person 
did keep, use and employ a Stage Carriage without baviror a License 
m force so to do, granted to him under this Act, and it shall not be 
necessary further or otherwise to state or describe any such offence 
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nor to prove that such Carriage was used or employed for the con- 
veyance of passengers at separate fares ; and moreover it shall be 
lawful for any Constable or other Peace Officer, or any Officer of 
Stamp Duties, and they are hereby required, without any warrant for 
5 that purpose, to apprehend such driver or other persons having the 
care of such Carriage, or plying for passengers to be conveyed 
thereby, and to carry or convey him before any Justice of the Peace, 
having jurisdiction where the offence shall be committed, to be dealt 
with as hereinafter mentioned ; and it shall also be lawful for such 
10 Constable or other Peace Officer, or Officer of Stamp Duties, to drive 
or take such Carriages, with the horse or horses harnessed thereto, 
or drawing the same, or to cause the same to be driven or taken to 
some Livery-stables, or other place of safety, and then to lodge the 
same for safe custody until the determination of such Justices shall 
15 be known ; and the Justice before whom such driver or other person 
shall be brought, shall hear and determine such offence ; and in case 
the person convicted of any such offence shall be the owner of any 
such Carriage, and if the said penalty of Twenty Pounds, together 
with all costs and expenses, and the expense of taking such Carriage 
20 and horse or horses to, and keeping the same at, such Livery -stables 
or other place, shall not be fully paid or discharged within Five Days 
after such conviction, such Carriage and horse or horses, together 
with the harness used therewith, shall be sold by order under the 
hand of such Justice, and the surplus (if any) of the produce of such 
25 sale, after deducting therefrom the said penalty, costs and expenses, 
and also the expenses of such sale, shall be rendered to such owner- 
but in case the person so convicted shall not be the owner of such 
Carriage, then, on default being made in payment of the said penalty 
of Ten Pounds, such Justice shall commit the offender to the common 
30 Gaol or House of Correction for the space of Three calendar Months, 
unless such last-mentioned penalty shall be sooner paid, and such Jus- 
tice shall give an order for the delivery up of the Carriage and horse 
or horses and harness to the owner thereof, on bis paying the expenses 
of taking and keeping the same ; and in case of his refusal to pay 
35 such expenses forthwith, then such Carriage and horse or horses and 
harness, or sufficient part thereof to defray such expenses, shall be 
sold by order under the hand of such Justice, and after payment 
thereout of all such expenses as aforesaid, together with the expenses 
of such sale, the surplus (if any) of the produce of such sale, toge- 
40 tber with such part of the Carriage and horse or horses and harness 
as shall remain unsold, shall be rendered and restored to the owner- 
and any person who shall molest, hinder or obstruct any such Con- 
stable, Officer of Stamp Duties or Peace Officer, in seizing or en- 
deavouring to seize and detain such Stage Carriages so illegally 
plying as aforesaid, shall forfeit Twenty Pounds, to be levied off his 
goods, on conviction thereof before any Justice of the Peace.

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And be it Enacted, That from and after the said First day of July 
any Stage Carriage with four or more wheels employed 
or used for tile purpose of conveying passengers for hire in Ireland, 
and drawn by four or more horses, shall be allowed to carry Fifteen 
Passengers, and no more, exclusive of the driver or coachman, and ex- 5 
elusive also of the guard, if any be with such Carriage, together with 
so much luggage as shall not in the entire exceed the average of Fifty 
Pounds weight for each person so allowed to be conveyed ; and that 
each such Stage Carriage with four or more wheels, and drawn by three 
horses, shall be allowed to carry or convey Twelve Passengers, and no i 0 
more, exclusive of the driver and also exclusive of the guard, if any, 
together with so much luggage as shall not in the entire exceed the 
average of Fifty Pounds weight for each person so allowed to be 
conveyed ; and that each such Stage Carriage with four or more 
wheels, and drawn by two horses, shall be allowed to carry Eight 15 
Passengers, exclusive of the driver, and also exclusive of the guard 
thereof, where there is a guard to such Stage Carriage, together with 
so much luggage as shall not in the entire exceed the average of 
Fifty Pounds for each person so carried; and that every Stage Car- 
riage cr Car with two wheels, and drawn by one horse, shall be 20 
allowed to earr y Four Passengers, exclusive ’of the driver, and so 
much luggage as shall not exceed the average weight of Fifty Pounds 
for each person so carried. 

And be it Enacted, That if the number of passengers at any one 
time conveyed in, upon or about any licensed Stage Carriage, shall be 25 
greater in the whole than the number of passengers which the License 
granted in respect of such Carriage shall authorize or allow to be 
carried thereby ; or if the number of Passengers at any one time 
conveyed in the inside of any such Carriage, or upon or about the 
outside thereof, shall be greater respectively than the greatest num- , 0 
her of outside or inside passengers respectively specified in or upon ^ 
such License, and allowed thereby, the person to whom such License 
shall have been granted shall, on conviction at the suit or prosecution 
of any plaintiff, forfeit Five Pounds for every passenger so conveyed 
above the number allowed by such License to be conveyed in the 
whole, or in the inside, or on or about the outside of such Carriage * 
respectively ; and the driver of such Stage Carriage, at the time 
when such offence shall be committed, shall also forfeit Five Pounds : 
Provided always, That no child or children in the lap shall be counted 
as a passenger or passengers under any, of the clauses of this Act; 
and no child not in the lap, but under seven years of age, shall be 
so counted, unless there be more than one such child ; and if there 
shall be more than one such child not in the lap, but under seven 
years of age, then two of such children shall be accounted equal to 
one adult person, and considered as one passenger, and so on in the 
same proportion. 

And 
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And be it Enacted, That in cases in which outside passengers are 
by this Act allowed to be carried by any Stage Carriage, not more 
than One such passenger shall be allowed to sit or to be carried on 
the box with the driver ; and if any more than One person besides 
^ the driver shall sit upon the box of such Carriage, the driver of such 
Carriage at the time when the offence shall be committed shall, on 
conviction, at the suit or prosecution of any plaintiff, forfeit Five 
Pounds. 

And be it Enacted, That no Stage Carriage intended to carry lug- 
10 gag 12 on this roof or top thereof shall be used or employed till a divi- 
sion or space shall have been made on the top or roof thereof 
allotted for such luggage, distinctly separated from the other part of 
the top or roof of such Carriage by a railing or solid partition ; and 
if any such Carriage shall be used or employed before or until such 
division or space as aforesaid shall have been made, or if any lug- 
gage whatever shall be carried on the top or roof of any Stage Car- 
riage not having such division or space partitioned off, the proprietor 
or proprietors of such Carriage shall in either case forfeit Five 
Pounds. 

20 And be it Enacted, That no luggage shall be carried on the top or 
roof of any Stage Carriage drawn by Four or more horses shall in 
any case exceed Ten Feet and Nine Inches in height from the ground ; 
nor shall any luggage which shall be carried on the top or roof of 
any Stage Carriage drawn by Two or Three horses only in any case 
25 exceed Ten Feet and Three Inches in height from the ground, measur- 
ing to the highest point of any part of such luggage when placed 
upon the top or roof of any such Carriages respectively ; and if any 
such luggage shall in either of the cases aforesaid exceed the height 
by this Act in that behalf limited, the driver of such Carriage at the 
30 time when such offence shall be committed shall forfeit Five Pounds. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall not be lawful for any person to 
sit or be carried upon any luggage placed on the roof of any Stage 
Carriage, nor upon that part of the roof allotted for luggage ; and if 
any person shall sit or be carried upon any luggage, or upon that 
35 part of the roof allotted for the same, contrary to the provisions of 
this Act, he shall forfeit Five Pounds ; and the driver of such Car- 
riage at the time when such offence shall be committed shall also 
forfeit Five Pounds. 

And be it Enacted, That the proprietor of any Stage Carriage or 
40 Car, or the driver thereof, shall, when thereunto respectively required 
by any Justice of the Peace, or by any Constable or other Peace 
Officer, or any Officer of Stamp Duties, or by any passenger travel- 
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ling by such Carriage, permit and allow such Carriage and the 
luggage thereon to be measured, and the number of passengers in 
upon or about such Carriage to be counted ; audit shall be lawful 
for any passenger to require the driver of any Stage Carriage to stop 
the same at any toll-gate, and to require the toll-gate keeper at such 
gate to count the number of passengers upon the box, and in, upon 
or about such Carnage, and to measure and ascertain the height of 
the luggage thereupon, and to sign a memorandum in writing of the 
number of such passengers in the inside, and on or about the°ontside 
of ^ such Carriage, distinguishing the number on the box, and of the to 
height of such luggage, and to deliver such memorandum to the 
person so requiring the number of passengers to be counted, or the 
height of the luggage to be measured ; and the toll-gate keeper at 
every such gate shall provide and keep at such gate a proper mea- 
sure for measuring the height of any such Stage Carriage, and of ,- 
the luggage thereupon ; and if any proprietor of any Stage Carriage, 
or the driver thereof, shall, when thereto respectively required as 
aforesaid, refuse to permit and allow such Carriage and the luggage 
thereupon to be measured, or the number of inside or outside pas- 
sengers to be counted, or if such driver shall, on being so required 20 
as aforesaid, refuse or neglect to stop such Carriage at any toll-gate 
for the purpose aforesaid, such proprietor or such driver so refusing 
or neglecting as aforesaid, shall forfeit Five Pounds : and if any toll- 
gate keeper shall neglect to provide and keep at any such gate a 
proper measure for the purposes aforesaid, or shall, on being there- 25 
unto requested as aforesaid, refuse to count the number of such pas- 
sengers, and to measure and ascertain the height of such luggao-e, or 
to sign a memorandum in writing of the number of such passengers, 
or of the height of such luggage, in manner hereinbefore directed, or 
to deliver such memorandum so signed to the person entitled to 3» 
require the same, or shall sign or give any memorandum in which 
any of the particulars aforesaid shall not be truly set forth, every such 
toll-gate keeper so offending shall forfeit Pm Pounds Provided 
always, That it shall not be lawful for any one passenger to require 
the driver of any Stage Carriage to stop the same for any such pur- 35 
pose as aforesaid more than once during any one journey, unless 
alter the counting of such passengers, or measuring of such lugo-ao-e, 
any additional passenger or passengers shall be taken up, into or “upon 
such Stage Carnage, or additional luggage shall be placed on the top 
or roof thereof during the same journey. 4 o 

And be it Enacted, That if the driver of any Stage Carriage shall, 
at any place where such Carriage shall stop, quit the box or°driver's 
seat of such Carriage, or the horse or horses, during the same, w ithout 
delivering the reins into the hands of some fit and proper person, or 
before some lit and proper person shall be placed and shall stand 

at 
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at the head of the horse or horses, or some of them belonging there- 
unto, and shall have the command thereof, or if any person so placed 
and standing at the head of such horse or horses, shall leave such 
horse or horses before some other fit and proper person shall be 
5 placed and stand in like manner, and have the command of such 
horses, or before the driver of such Stage Carriage shall have re- 
turned and seated himself upon the box or driving-seat ; or if the 
driver of any Stage Carriage shall permit any passenger or any 
person other than himself to drive the horses drawing such Carriage,
